There will probably be a somewhat 
larger crop of peacties tlian was indi- 
cated by previous reports. 

Toliacco plants are quite small, es- 
pecially in tile Buriey district. Trans- 
planting progressed dowly, lieing re- 
tarded by dry weather and tli^ small- 
ness of plants. 

Oats are doing very well. Grasses 
and pastures have solfered from rain, 
but are now improving: the yield of 
early hay will be short. Late forage 
crnps, such as peas, cane and millet 
arc Ijeiiig sown. 

The export trade in t)iinaiias from 
Porto Rlcii tn tli,> rnitcd States 
gaii ill l>^i, and has grown from S.ooo 
bunches tn upwards Of 4,000.000bunch, 
es annually. 

Corn is generally thrifty and the 
soil in good condit inn. A t:oud deal of 
corn was distrnjfd liy cut worms, but 
the ravages of these pests arc now le.-- 
sened. 

The fruit crop of California will 
probably be slightly below tiie average 
in quantity this year. Tbe Sacra- 
mento Valley fruit districts, which 
provide tlie Imlk of Oslifomia's fruits 
•-eport heavy crops of pears, but slight 
shortage In most other fruits. 

There were fi..=)37 potato distilleries 
in operation in Germany in l'JOl-02; 
the output of pure alci.luil was »3,!'i)."),- 
1140 gallons. The production of the 
potato distillei ies amounted to 7« per 
cent, of the total production of alco- 
liol in the Empire, The quantity of 
potatoes used amounted to 113,475,348 
bushels! 

The lirst box of cherries shipped 
from California this year was sold in 
Chicago for 925— *3 12 a pound. Tiie 
second sale made in tbe city of Phila- 
delphia, at auction, was a record brea 
ker, 8 pounds of cherries bringing tlie 
remakable price of $70. Carload .ship 
ments from Sacramento N'alley dis- 
tricts began May 13tb, when a carload 
of cherries were sbipfwd from Vaca- 
ville. 

Wheat in the northeastern ana some 
of the central counties is very poor, 
but it has improved generally, and in 
many of the western counties a fair 
yield is expected. On the whole, the 
prospect is much belter than at the 
close of tbe winter, though there can- 
not be near a full crop. 

Grain receipts at nine primary sea- 
ports of tbe United States for the last 
four months were 81,754,079 Iwshels, 
including IkNir reduced to bushels. A 
year ago the eorresponding total was 
125,809,003 bushels, showipg a decrsasc 
of 44,054,713 bu.shels, or 35 2 percent, 
During tlie month of April 16,342,.>0 
bushels were received, compared with 
28.."<00 ()11 liushels for A pril iSKi.!. Ti- 
tal receipts of grain, including flour 
reduced to bushels, at live ports on 
the North Atlantic seaboard for the 
month of April, 1904, were I.'i,<i2l,(i52 
bushels. Last year for the corre spon- 
dtag month receipts were 22 558,548 
bushels. For tlie ftmr months ecdir g 
April, 61,209,968 bushels were received 
in 1904 and 80,697,393 bushels in 1903. 
During April 1904, receiptt at Port- 
land were 236,650 bushels, in contrast 
with 623,352 bushels for April, 1903.
